MEXICAN  REVOLUTIONARY  SERIES  (1913-1916) 

This  interesting  series  is  rapidly  gaining  in  popularity.  Iu  1921  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  published  a monograph  by  Howland  Wood 
listing  seventy-five  varieties.  Collecting  took  such  an  important  turn  that 
in  192  8 another  monograph  was  published  describing  one  hundred  eighty 
major  varieties.  In  this  later  monograph  the  whole  series  was  rearranged 
and  the  numbers  given  in  the  description  of  the  following  lots  are  Mr.

PUFFIN,  NEW  COIN,  HAS  SMALLEST  CIRCULATION 

The  latest  coin  to  join  the  menetary  system  of  the  world  is  the  puffin. 
It  can  claim  the  distinction  of  having  the  smallest  circulation  in  existence. 

The  puffin  and  half-puffin — respectively  worth  a British  penny  and 
half-penny,  have  just  gone  into  circulation  among  the  forty  dwellers  on 
Lundy  Island  in  the  British  Channel,  also  called  “Puffin  Island.”

On  the  reverse  side  of  a puffin  is  the  head  of  a puffin  (a  sea-bird 
with  a parrot-like  beak  and  white  cheeks).  Puffin  Islanders  also  have 
puffin  stamps,  red  and  green,  in  puffin  and  half-puffin  denominations,  each 
having  a handsome  steel  engraving  of  a puffin  perched  on  a rock.
